Business Men Meet and Organize to

John Leets, aged 57 years, for some 
eighteen years a resident of South 
San Francisco, died at his ranch in 
Santa Rosa early Monday morning of 
a complication of heart trouble and 
Bright's disease. His funeral was held 
from the parlors of S. Nieri Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. It was attended by a 
large concourse of friends whom Mr. 
and Mrs. Leets had made during their 
long residence in this region. There 
were a profusion of floral offerings. 
Burial took place at Holy Cross 
Cemetery. 


A considerable number of the busi- ^ 
ness men of South San Francisco met 
at the city hall Tuesday night and 
organized a “Senator Shortridge” 
club, the purpose beiug to boost for 
the election of Samuel M. Shortridge 
of Menlo Park for the United States 
senate. 

The meeting organized by electing 
L. G. Hardy Jr. president; Ambrose 
McSweeney, E. E. Cunningham, Mrs. 
Mary Di Vita, vice-presidents; FT P. 
Kauffmann, treasurer, and Robert 
Speed, secretary. Several more vice- 
presidents will be added to this list 
at the next meeting. The following 
were placed on a committee for new 
members: E. P. Kauffmann, E. E. 
Cunningham, J. W. Colcberd, E. C. 
Peck, S. Nyland, W. J. Martin, George 
Haaker, Dan Garle, and J. H. David¬ 
son. An executive committee was 
formed of the following members: 
Thomas L. Hickey, Ambrose Mc¬ 
Sweeney, W. J. Martin, E. C. Peck, 
and J. W. Coleberd. 

There was much enthusiasm for the 
candidacy of Mr. Shortridge shown at 
the meeting. It was brought out that 
Mr. Shortridge had lived in this 
county for many years, had given of 
his time and labor without stint and 
without remuneration for many years 
in movements that looked toward the 
good of this county and state. It was 
stated emphatically that through all 
his years of public and semi-public 
life he had retained an untarnished 
record, and that it was the duty of all 
voters in this region to support Short¬ 
ridge for the good of the county and 
bay region. It was also emphasized 
that the club wished as many mem¬ 
bers as possible and that there would 
be no financial obligation incurred in 
signing the club membership roll.

TODAY MARKS REAL BEGINNING 
OF GREAT CONTEST WHICH 
ENDS SATURDAY NIGHT, JULY 
21; >0 QUITTERS IN THIS RACE; 
BEST WORKER WINS FINE CAR, 


AVIATOR AND TWO PASSENGERS 
DIE AS PLANE, IN FLAMES, 
PLUNGES TO EARTH FROM A 
HEIGHT OF 2000 FEET. 


Residents of San Mateo county were 
shocked beyond expression early this 
week when dispatches brought the 
news that Lynn Melendy, the aviator, 
had been killed while flying at Fort 
Bragg. Death came to one of Cali¬ 
fornia’s foremost birdmen when a 
machine driven by another aviator 
collided with the Melendy plane at an 
altitude of 2000 feet. Melendy’s ma¬ 
chine burst into flame and dropped 
through space like a blazing meteor. 
The aviator and two passengers, 
young men named Johnson, who lived 
at Inglenook, Calif., met their deaths 
in the accident, their bodies being 
burned beyond recognition. The ter¬ 
rible affair occurred before a great 
concourse of people, who had assem¬ 
bled to see the Melendy machine and 
two others perform in the air. The 
pilots were all experienced aviators, 
and why the other machine, driven by 
“Spike” Eldridge of San Francisco, 
performed as it did, is somewhat of a 
mystery. Eldridge himself, though he 
landed safely, was so shaken by the 
occurrence that he could give no co¬ 
herent account of the collision. 

Melendy had an excellent record as 
a war aviator. He had served in the 
United States forces and flew over the 
German lines many times, having the 
name of being a daring but careful 
flyer. After his return from the ser¬ 
vice he was for a time connected with 
the Redwood City aviation field, later 
coming to South San Francisco, 
where he was connected with the 
Friesley Aircraft Corporation at its 
field just south of the business dis¬ 
trict. He lived in South San Fran¬ 
cisco for some time beforo going to 
war and owued property in the town. 
Me was known to hundreds of persons 
in the county. 

Tlie dead aviator will be buried at 
Plainview, Minn., his old home. His 
body, which has been at Fort Bragg 
since the accident, was brought to 
Halsted’s undertaking parlors in San 
Francisco Thursday and leaves for the 
East this afternoon. It will be ac¬ 
companied by Mrs. Melendy, widow of 
the dead aviator. The couple had no 
children.

Believe Wound on Head Probably 
Caused by Striking Rock. 


HVilliain Burns, Watchman at Packing

The body of George Fraser, a piano 
dealer of San Francisco, was found 
in the water near Mussel Rock Sun¬ 
day. The body' was brought to the 
Lasswell undertaking parlors in Daly- 
City, where it was identified Monday 
by the man’s widow. A small wound 
on the head led to a suspicion of foul 
play. Mrs. Fraser stated her husband 
left home Saturday in good health and 
spirits, and she had no cause to be¬ 
lieve he had entertained any thoughts 
of suicide or that there was cause for 
his murder. 

A coroner’s jury sitting at Daly 
City Tuesday brought in a verdict of 
drowning, probably accidental, the 
autopsy surgeon, Dr. Howard Dixon, 
stating that the wound on the head 
might have been caused by striking 
against the rocks. 

Every effort was put forth by Con¬ 
stable Landini and the San Francisco 
police to uncover any further clues 
as to just how tho man came to his 
death.

GET UNDER YOUR OWN ROOF, 


The strike of men employed by the 
shipyards of the bay region was called 
off last Sunday. This paper was in¬ 
formed by the superintendent’s office 
at tlie Schaw-Batcher shipyard this 
morning that many of the old em¬ 
ployees, who have been away from 
the plant since the strike was called 
October 1, 1919, are now returning to 
work in this plant. This is good news 
for residents of the entire north end 
of San Mateo county, as practically 
every town throughout this region 
supplies men to this big plant. 


There is one kind of debt which will not call down the thunders of criti- ( 
cism upon the borrower. That is the prudent and necessary debt a young | 
man may assume in order to buy a home. Sucli an investment partakes of 
some of the virtues of life insurance. It is a forefending against the day of' 
misfortune. 

The young man who sets out to own his own home is planting the best ' 
kind of an anchor to the windward. Kept within the bounds of modest re-1 
straint and in fair proportion to his means and earning power, a home in¬ 
vestment becomes a rock of Gibraltar to the worthy citizen. It makes him 
more independent, self-respecting, industrious and self-reliant than he other¬ 
wise would be. He takes a larger interest in his city, state and nation, for 
the reason that he now sees in them the larger bulwarks of his own home. 

The ideal condition of affairs would be for each and every family to own 
its own home. To have it clear of debt is the highly desirable thing, but 
very often this is not possible and should not be looked upon as a discourage¬ 
ment to making the attempt. A real estate mortgage is a sign of thrift. It 
is a sound savings hank into which may go the .surplus funds. It will pay 
good dividends to the holder because the interest charge is cheaper than 
tribute to a landlord, to say nothing of the wealth of satisfaction to be 
gleaned from sleeping under your own vine and fig tree. 

Tlie home-making aids can never flourish at their best in a rented house. 
There is a conflict of interest between the landlord and the tenant which 
operates to the deterioration of the property. Repairs are neglected through 
motives of false economy on one part and lack of interest on the other. The 
tenant gets along without refinements and conveniences which he would be 
encouraged to provide in a home of his own, and thus life is robbed of some 
of its possible charm. 

We need not feel sorry for the poor landlord if lie is forced to sell, be¬ 
cause he can find plenty of other investments for his money. It is the tenant 
who buys that is entitled to the encouragement. He at once becomes a more 
solid and dependable citizen. He is an asset and nbt a liability to his com¬ 
munity. 

Take an interest in the home-building movement. Get acquainted with 
real estate values. Come to know the local agents. They are good men to 
know. They are the stokers who put steam into the boilers of a city’s prog¬ 
ress. They are among the bulls and never among the bears when the future 
is at stake. Never are they more in their element than when at the game of 
making good home-grown citizens.—Journal of Commerce.
